Moretti says lenders to insure property tax relief

reports California’s major lenders 
have agreed to insure that millions 
of homeowners will receive long- 
promised property tax relief this 
year. 


The 
tax 
relief 
had 
appeared 
threatened by technical problems in 
the mortgage industry, but Moretti 


told newsmen homeowners should 
begin to feel the effects of the 
property tax reduction no later than 
July 1. 


The Van Nuys lawmaker met 
Monday with representatives of the 
lenders 
to 
work 
out 
problems 
created by the passage of a $1.1 
billion property tax relief-school fi­ 
nance bill last year. 


An 
estimated 
3.6 
million 
homeowners —half of the state total 
—who allow their mortgage holders 
to pay their property taxes for them 
had been expected to have the effect 
of the bill delayed until next year 
because of problems in identifying 
them as eligible for the relief. 


However, 
Moretti 
said 
the 
representatives 
he 
met 
with 


“assured 
him the property tax 
relief woifld be implemented by the 
mortgage lenders on or before July 
1. 


He said two methods of providing 
the tax relief were agreed upon: 
“First, the lender may reduce 
each 
qualified 
homeowner’s 
monthly payment by approximately 
$10 each month. Some lenders have 


already publicly announced that 
they will begin doing this. 
“Secondly, because of the expense 
involved in reprinting and mailing 
new payment cards, other lenders 
will find it prefereable to reduce 
one of the monthly payments for 
qualified 
homeowners 
by 
the 
amount of the tax saving." 
It w as estim ated that without such 


an agreement lenders would have 
made about $10 million in interest 
profits by holding the tax relief 
money until next vear. 


Moretti also denied reports that 
the problem of a delay in the tax 
relief had ever come up while the 
bill, sponsored by him and Gov, 
Ronald Reagan, was in the drafting 
stages.

Corona faces 25 life sentences 


FAIRFIELD, Calif ( U P I l - J u a n 
V. Corona sat rigidly in his chair 
Monday and listened to a judge 
sentence him to 25 consecutive life 
terms for the biggest mass murder 
spree in U.S. history. 
The Bible-carrying Mexican farm 
labor contractor appeared stunned 
as Superior Court Judge Richard E. 
Patton rejected his motion for a new 
trial and ordered him to serve his 
terms 
“consecutively 
and 
not 
concurrently.” 
The judge ruled at the end of a 
daylong hearing at which a sheriff’s 
matron admitted she discussed the 
case 
with 
a 
juror 
during 
deliberations. But Patton said the 
defense 
failed 
to 
prove 
jury 
tampering. 
Corona. 38, was escorted from the 
courthouse 
by 
15 
not-equipped 
deputies through a crowd of 100 
screaming 
demonstrators. 
The 
convicted slayer, manacled hand 
and foot, smiled and tried to wave. 
Deputies arrested two protesters as 
they cleared a path for the van 
taking Corona to Vacaville State 


Prison. 


Pedro Corona, the defendant s 
brother, 
said the family would 
confer in the next day or two on 
plans for an appeal. 
Defense attorney Richard Hawk 
was jailed after the hearing on a 54- 
day contempt of court sentence for 
his outbursts during the trial and 
violations of the judge's “gag” 
order. 
Corona was convicted last month 
of hacking and stabbing 25 drifters 
and itinerant farm hands to death in 
1971 and burying them in orchards 
along the Feather River.

Redistricting plans put to rest

There will be no futher attempt at 
redistricting Santa Barbara County 
soon by the Board of Supervisors for 
some time now at least. 


For the second — and possibly last 
time this year — the board voted 
unanimously 
Monday 
to 
give 
redistricting a wide berth. 


It filed a report from the County 
Redistricting Committee, headed by 
Administrative Officer Raymond D 
Johnson, which had pointed out it 
felt the board could go one of three 
ways: take no action at this time, 
effect a “major change” in some 
districts to achieve more desirable 
boundaries “from the standpoint of 
communities of interest, topography 
or natural boundaries,” or change 
boundaries in the Buellton area to 
swing 
some 
“surplus” 
Third 
District population into the Fourth 
District to even them out 


On Jan 
8 the board deferred 
action on proposals including shift of 
Santa Ynez Valley and Hope Ranch 
into the urbanized Second District, 


with resulting changes in the Goleta 
Valley Third District area, until 
Feb. 5, after resentment boiled up in 
various Third District areas. 
Opposition to such an alternative 
continued to show Monday when it 
was announced the supervisors had 
received numerous protests about 
any major shift of this kind. 
Most of them came from Santa 
Ynez Valley, it was shown 
County Farm Bureau executive 
secretary Robert Hunt said it was 
felt the board should delay any 
action on redistricting now and any 
futher study should be projected for 
months before the matter should 
come up again. He expressed the 
view 
a 
five-men 
“ laymen's 
committee” be named to work with 
county officials. 
The 
latest 
certified 
county 
population figures from 1971 show 
the county ’s population was 269,700 
County Planning Director Britt 
Johnson compiled a memorandum 
showing that on the basis of this 
figure the First, Second and Fifth 
districts were in close range of the 
54,000 “equalized figure, while the 
Fourth District would require 1.888 


more 
population 
to reach 
this 
figure, and the Third District could 
lose 1,513 as it had the highest 
population of any district — 55,513 — 
in 1971 


Supervisor Curtis Tunnell said he 
received the impression from the 
county counsel’s office that factors 
other than population didn’t count 
for much in any need to redistrict. 


“ Were still talking about one- 
man, one’vote,” confirmed Kading. 
On Tunnell’s motion the board 
filed the committee’s report without 
a single person in the audience being 
called 
upon 
to 
comment. 
The 
hearing room contained dozens of 
persons who appeared ready to 
express opposition, or otherwise 
make comments. 
The committee had expressed the 
view that redistricting might best be 
accomplished soon after an election. 
But in the protest mail against 
major redistricting came comments 
that people who voted for a certain 
supervisor — and saw him win — do 
not want to have another supervisor 
take control over their district after 
an election was completed. 


SAIGON (UPI) - Michel Gauvin. 
the chief truce supervisor of the 
four-nation peace force in South 
Vietnam, said today the first U.S. 
prisoners of war may be released on 
or about Saturday. 
He said the first North and South 
Vietnamese 
prisoners 
probably 
would be released in South Vietnam 
shortly afterward 
“There are no definite dates but I 
understand the American prisoners 
will probably be released around the 
10th of February—some of them, not 
all, 
from 
Hanoi,” 
Gauvin 
told 
reporters following a meeting of the 
International 
Commission 
of 
Control and Supervision (ICCS). 


In a parallel development, sources 
within the four-party Joint Military 
Commission said South Vietnamese 
C130 Hercules aircraft will begin 
ferrying home North Vietnamese 
prisoners of war on Feb 12. 
The 
sources 
said 
Viet 
Cong 
representatives 
today 
presented 
details of the release of American 
POWs to U.S. officials. At least 
some of the U.S. servicemen to be 
freed this weekend will be let go at 
Communist-held Quan Loi airfield, 
60 miles north of Saigon. 
If Gauvin's statement proves true, 
it would mean the Communists 
intend to live up to the exact letter 
of the Vietnam peace agreement 
President Nixon’s adviser Henry 
Kissinger said two weeks ago the 
first of four batches of Americans 
would be released by the Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese within 15 
days of the Jan. 27 signing of the 
treaty. 
Kissinger himself is due to arrive 
in Hanoi Saturday for a four-day 
visit to discuss postwar American 
aid to the shattered nation. 
The first attempt by Gauvin's 
ICCS to police the Vietnam peace 
was halted today by a war that was 
too hot for the would-be peace 


keepers. Their efforts to reach 
Quang Tri failed when they ran into 
an artillery duel between North and 
South Vietnamese six miles south of 
the ruined city. 
Gauvin, a Canadian who is the 
acting chairman of the ICCS, had 
earlier said the POWs would go free 
"in a week or so.” He did not say 
why it would take a week for the 
release, but a source said it may 
have been due to a squabble within 
the 
four-party 
Joint 
Military 
Commission <JMC> that is charged 
with helping set up operations for 
the truce force and prisoner release. 
“I understand there should be an 
exchange of prisoners, or release of 
prisoners, shortly after (Saturday)

Boiler room explosion kills three aboard Navy destroyer 


NEWPORT. R.L 1U P I1 
A disabled Navy destroyer 
limped to its home port of Newport today after a boiler 
room explosion knocked out one of its engines, killed three 
sailors and injured eight others, four of them critically. 
The 390-foot USS Basilone, a veteran of combat off 
Vietnam, was hit by the blast Monday night 120 miles 
southeast of New York City as it cruised in calm seas at the 
end of a day of practice maneuvers. 
A Navy spokesman at Newport. Lt. Ken Galkin, said the 
ship had been fully overhauled in drydock only last winter 
before its Vietnam duty 
Galkin noted that ships of the Basilone’s size are 
equipped with two boiler and engine rooms, so the ship was 
able to head home at reduced speed under its own power It 


was expected in port at about 7 a.m. E S I. 
Four of the injured seamen were sped by two Coast 
Guard helicopters to St. Albans Naval Hospital in New 
York City, where doctors said all were in critical condition 
They said the four had been “ scalded' by hot water or 
steam and added “ only one had his face spared ” Burns on 
the four ranged over 50 to 80 per cent of their bodies 
Two others remained aboard the Basilone, while two 
more were placed aboard a sister ship, the USS Hewes, and 
were to be picked up by a tug boat meeting the ship off 
Narragansett Bay. 
The Navy would not give the extent of injuries to the 
other four. 


The names of the victims were withheld pending notifica­ 
tion of their families. 
The ship, under the command of Cmdr. John L Towney 
of Middletown. R.I.. was struck about 6:45 p.m. EST as it 
cruised with the Hewes and the USS Bowen. The Bowen 
escorted the ship home 
Details on the blast remained sketchy, but Galkin said the 
“ accident” —he did not call it an explosion—was “ very 
unusual” since power plants on ships of the Basilone’s type 
are “ very stable and extremely reliable.” 
He said that normally only four persons at a time are in 
each boiler room, and that a steam line may have burst in 
another section of the engine room plant following the 


initial blast, causing the additional injuries 
The ship carries 14 officers and 260 enlisted men It was 
sailing out of Norfolk, Va , and although it is part of the 
Norfolk-based Atlantic fleet, it sails from the Newport 
destroyer base. 
It was the worst non-combat accident aboard a Navy ship 
since Nov. 4, 1970, when another destroyer boiler explosion 
aboard the guided missile destroyer USS Goldsborough 
while cruising off Taiwan killed two men and injured four 


The ship is named after Sgt John Basilone. who won the 
Medal of Honor at Guadalcanal. It was launched at 
Newport in 1945 and commissioned in 1949 It displaces 
3,520 tons.

Monsoon shower hits 
Agnew party at airport 


JAKARTA <UPI> — Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
arrived today for an overnight stay highlighted by talks on 
the U.S. role in Southeast Asia in the Indochina postwar 
era. It was Agnew s sixth stop on an eight-nation swing 
through the area. 
The vice president was greeted personally by President 
Suharto and members of his cabinet. 
A monsoon shower caught Agnew and his party as they 
were shaking hands with officials and members of the 
Jakarta diplomatic corps. Agnew rushed from the runway 
in a bulletproof limousine and went directly to a guest 
house on the grounds of the presidential palace. 
The airport was closed briefly to all commercial traffic 
and— as in each of his earlier stops— Agnew was guarded 
closely at the airport and along the route to the presidential 
guest house. 
Agnew planned private talks with Suharto later and aides 
said he also would meet chief cabinet ministers before leav­ 
ing Wednesday for Malaysia. 
As he left Singapore for Jakarta, Agnew pledged Ameri­ 
can help in building a “ strong, stable and free” Southeast 
Asia. 
He said his meetings with Prime Minister Lee Kuan Yew 
were “ fruitful and candid. ” 
“ The end of the war in Vietnam should mean that more 
attention can now be focused on the economic and social 
problems of the region," he said in a Singapore statement. 
“ We intend to cooperate with Singapore and other nations 
to build a strong, stable and free Southeast Asia.” 


S. Vietnamese, VC 
in 'cordial' meeting

each welfare recipient in 
the state to be issued a

identity 
card.

person would be required to

the 
card

cashing any welfare check:. 


The task force cited a 
similar system now in effect 
in New York, where savings 
from just those who decline 
to have their picture taken 
is estimated at $40 million 
this year. The cards cost 
roughly $2 each in New 
York. 


The report concluded the 
most prevalent frauds were 
claiming ineligible children, 
concealment of income or 
assets 
and 
misrepresentation 
of 
material facts.

Almost open season on press

T oy «;aid a Supreme Court decision 
ordt ;ng newsmen to disclose confidential 
tacts and sources to juries has gravely 
damaged constitutional gu a ra n te e s of a 
free press.

Newspapers 
warned 
that

court’s 
decision was being used to authorize disclo­ 
sure in criminal trials, civil litigation and 
contempt cases “ in what amounts to a kind 
of open hunting season on the press.” 
Landau and Jack Nelson of the Los 
Angeles Times testified on behalf of the 
Reporters Committee for Freedom of the 
Press as the subcommittee began hearings 
on 28 bills to grant newsmen statutory 
privilege against compulsory testimony. 
Just six months after the Supreme Court 
decision, Landau said, “ we believe we 
have an overwhelming factual case that

danger—that censorship is here.” 


Violence continues in N. Ireland 


BELFAST

- Bombings and 
violence continued to wrack Northern 
Ireland but authorities said the number of 
shootings fell off Monday for the first time 
m eight days. Officials warned that it did 
not necessarily signal a lull in a murderous 
outbreak that left 10 persons dead during 
the weekend alone. 
. “ It is too early,” an army spokesman 
said, “ to say whether this is going to be a 
real pause in the killings. I don’t think even 
the events of the past week have shocked 
the men of violence ” 


For the first day since Jan. 29, no 
murders were reported Monday. 


But the violence and bombing continued. 


A bomb wrecked a real estate office in 
the center of the heavily patrolled Donegal 
Square, the site of city hall The army said 
two men and a woman slipped past troops 
and police to plant a 20-pound bomb in the 
building. 


They gave a 20-minute warning, the 
army said, and that enabled authorities to 
clear the area. 


Cranston admitted drugging role 


LOS ANGELES ( UP I ) — The son of Sen 
Alan Cranston admitted to police his role in 
drugging a Playboy Club bunny saying he 
feared an extortion attempt against him, 
but police determined the claim to be 
unfounded, a detective testified Monday. 
The testimony of Sgt 
Mark Kroeker 
came at the trial of Robin Cranston. 25, 
who is charged with administering a 
dangerous drug to Joyce Williams. 23, at 
the Coldwater Canyon home of David 
Marcus on March 22. 
Marcus also was indicted on charges of 
drugging Miss Williams but is believed to 
have fled the country. 
Kroeker told the superior court jury that 


Cranston went to police eight days after 
the drugging, before he was a suspect, to 
admit his involvement, and to report that 
Marcus was trying to extort money and 
political favors from him and his father in 
exchange for remaining silent. 
Under cross examination, the detective 
said he had heard that Marcus was “ an 
international pimp who blackmailed people 
into political favors after getting them in 
compromising positions.” 
But in the case of Cranston, the detective 
said, he determined the extortion attempt 
was not bona fide on the basis of telephone 
conversations placed 
by Cranston 
to 
Marcus at the request of police 
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Administration's

public projects, and the

developments in a suit filed 
by 
residents

Mammoth resort area. 
The 
1972 
legislature 
delayed implementation of 
the court’s decision until 
April 5 and ordered the 
Resources 
Agency 
to 
develop guidelines for local 
government. 
The guidelines, embodied 
in 41 pages of complex legal 
language, 
were 
unveiled 
Monday after being adopted 
by 
Resources 
Secretary 
Norman 
B 
Livermore. 
Norman E. Hill, special 
assistant to Livermore, said 
the guidelines were intend­ 
ed to protect a local govern­ 
ment agency “ from having 
its decisions overturned by 
a court. ” 
Local governments, using 
the state criteria and their 
own guidelines will put the 
new regulations into effect 
by April 5. The impact 
reports on private prjects 
will be prepared by public 
agencies. 
Other projects exempted 
in 
the 
state 
guidelines 
included: 
- —Stores, 
offices 
and 
restuarants when designed 
to accomodate less than 20 
persons, if built alone. 
—Emergency 
projects 
needed to prevent potential 
disasters,

—Building permits, such 
as for additions to homes. 


However, if any of the 
exempted structures were 
built as parts of subdivisions 
or shopping centers they 
would need impact reports.

preparing

guidelines, the Resources 
Agency 
held two public 
hearings. 
During the hearings, the 
construction industry called 
on the agency to protect the 
“ human 
environment 
when 
it 
adopted 
the 
guidelines, 
and 
some 
building 
representatives 
declared 
conservationists 
already had gone too far in 
pushing 
for 
the 
impact 
reports. Environmentalists 
demanded 
that 
public 
hearings be required on 
impact 
reports. 
But the 
adopted 
guidelines 
were 
vague 
on 
this 
issued, 
referring 
primarily 
to 
“ public participation” and 
saying 
hearings were a 
“ desirable goal.” 
The guidelines also left 
wide 
latitude 
on 
determining 
whether

impact” on the environment 
and therefore required a 
report. 
“ An iron clad definition of 
significant 
effect 
is not 
possible 
because 
the

may vary with the setting,” 
the guidelines said 
Livermore said he would

Board approves addendum 
to 1972 Grand Jury report 


The 1972 Grand Jury report — about 
which a torrid controversy has been 
swirling — landed with a thump on the 
desks of the Board of Supervisors Monday. 
Supervisors approved inclusion of a two- 
page “ addendum,” namely a Grand Jury 
resolution 
protesting 
against 
asserted 
judicial interference, in the bulky report, 
after Assistant District Attorney Robert 
Schafer told them it has been “ physically 
separated” from the report. 


The Grand Jury had filed the resolution 
as part of its report, and Schafer, “ but it 
became separated.” 
Grand Jury members claimed that 
Presiding Superior Judge Floyd Dodson 
had seen fit not to include the resolution in 


their report. Later, it was understood, this 
approval was given. 
^m e also had claimed that Judge 
Dodson exercised “ intimidation” causing a 
10-9 vote against including an interim 
report on the Dr. Lawrence McAlpine case 
in the material made public. 


Judge Dodson had ordered the iterim 
report on the case of the resigned county 
pathologist sealed pending any decision by 
the appellate court. 


District Attorney David D. Minier is 
seeking a writ of mandate from the 
appellate court in Los Angeles to order 
Judge Dodson to unseal the interim report 
and reinstruct the 1973 Grand Jury. 


Three dead in 'grudge' killings 


K ER R V ILLE, Tex. (U P l) - A rural 
justice of the peace, his son and daughter- 
in-law were murdered early today in what 
another magistrate described as “ grudge 
killings.” 
Justice of the Peace Albert Kennedy’s 
wife, returning home from her job at a 
motel, found her 54-year-old husband shot 
once in the head and once in the chest. 
A Texas Department of Public Safety 
sergeant and patrolman went to break the 
news to Kennedy’s son. Tommy, 26. The 
DPS men found the son dead near his front 
door, also shot once in the head and once in 
the chest. 


At the rear of the house, they found 
Kennedy’s 22-year-old wife lying across the 
threshold of a room where 18-month-old 
twin girls were asleep. Mrs. Kennedy had 
been shot three times in the face. 
The younger Kennedys were married 
last August. The girls were his daughters 
by a former marriage. 


“ It was a triple murder,” Sheriff E. A. 
Shreiver said. “ No doubt in my mind about 
that. 1 wouldn’t say it was a grudge thing 
yet.” 
But Kerr County Justice of the Peace 
Robert Wilson said the Kennedys appeared 
to him to have been victims of grudge 
killings. 


Peace conference set for Paris 


WASHINGTON (U P I) ~ A 12 -nation 
international 
conference 
aimed 
at 
guaranteeing the peace in Vietnam will 
open in Paris Feb. 26, the White House 
announced today. The Soviet Union and 
China will be among participants. 


The conference was called for by the 
Vietnam cease-fire agreement negotiated 
by Henry A. Kissinger for the United 
States and Le Due Tho for North Vietnam. 


The announcement, which the White 
House said was issued simultaneously in 
Hanoi, said these would be the par­ 
ticipants: 


The United States, South Vietnam, North 
Vietnam and the Viet Cong, as the four 
parties to the cease-fire 
agreement; 
Canada. Poland, Hungary, and Indonesia, 
as the four members of the International 
Commission on Control and Supervision, 
and Britain, the Soviet Union, France and 
China.

an impasse in salary survey negotiations, it was learned 
Monday. 
The Board of Supervisors gave support to a plan of 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson to meet 
separately with the five employe groups from now on 
rather than hold meetings with representatives of all of 
them, as has been done for weeks now. 
Board members went into another executive session on 
the vexing problem as a result of the admitted deadlock. 
The major “ hangup,” as reported by County Employees 
Assn. General 
Manager Zack Stringer concerns 
an 
effective date for a second pay adjustment that would be 
retroactive. 
He 
said 
employe 
groups 
feel 
it 
should 
be 
effective 
as 
of July 1, 
while county management feels it should take effect the 
next Jan. 1. Any possible second adjustment would involve 
added salary input sought in addition to the eight-county 
sample and consumer price index statistics, it was shown. 
But 
Michael 
Bennett, County Firefighters’ 
Union 
president, said he felt the impasse was more serious than 
pictured by Johnson and Personnel Director Wilbur 
Wagstaff. 
The Firefighters’ Union, which is embroiled in a court 
controversy with the county over pay scales, saw a need to 
have a directive sent to the Board of Supervisors “ to reach 
some agreement,” declared Bennett. 
Bennett said employe groups have compromised, but the 
county has taken a “ take it or leave it” attitude. 


“ All I can see is trouble, some direction is needed,” he 
added. “ Things are up in the air.” 
Bennett termed it “ ridiculous to say that we are sorry we 
haven’t agreed and no further meetings are in order ” 
“ I ’d say absolutely an impasse has been reached, ” he 
added. “ My opinion is that a viable employe proposal was 
made and turned down. ” 
Johnson said he doubted Bennett was giving a true 
appraisal of the situation. He claimed the county had made 
“ not one but two proposals.” Bennett replied 
“ You 
weren’t at the meeting.” 


“ We must take into account economic factors as well as 
market for employes,” Johnson declared. He said the 
county wasn’t arbitrary, and felt that the statute calling for 
meet and confer sessions was being met now by plans for 
meetings with individual employe groups. 
Johnson said there is not much time to develop salary 
recommendations for the 1973-74 budget unless this course 
of action is taken. 


Stringer said there was special concern for the 1,100 
county employes “ in the lower echelons” who have gotten 
2‘/2 percent pay boosts the past two years. 
The Sheriff’s Benefit and Relief Assn. has informed the 
board it feels there is need “ for a fair method” of 
procedures. 


Other county employe groups represented in the sessions 
have been the AFL-CIO Social Workers Unin and the 
County Government Attorneys’ Assn. 


evaluation. The board decided to set up a 
special fund for the revenue sharing money 
and requests for expenditures will all be 
considered at sessions this spring prior to 
makeup of the 1973-74 preliminary county 
budget. 


Administrative Officer Raymond

Johnson said he hoped some of the funds 
could be used to acnieve tax stability and 
the County Tax Action Committee is 
requesting that funds be used to cut the 
property tax rate.

Stennis undergoes surgery, 
condition reported worse 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. John C. 
Stennis, D-Miss., who was shot and robbed 
on the street ,a week ago, underwent 
emergency surgery early today and his 
condition was said to have worsened. 
Maj. 
Frank 
Garland, an information 
officer at Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center, said the 45-minute operation was 
begun at 2:15 a.m. EST after Stennis’s 
doctors became conceded about a possible 
blockage of veins in the small intestine. 
None was found but some congestion and 
inflammation was. 
“ This additional surgery has resulted in 
a worsening of his condition,” Garland 
said. “ He remains very seriously ill and 
the prognosis is considered grave.” 
The use of the term “ grave” for the 
senator’s prognosis was a change from 
earlier statements using the word “ guar- 


ded. ” 
Garland, 
asked 
for 
the 
difference 
between the two, said only that the term 
“ grave” speaks for itself while “ guarded” 
meant “ uncertain.” 


Stennis, chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee and a powerful and 
highly respected figure in Congress, was 
shot in the chest and leg in front of his 
northwest Washington home last Tuesday. 
He was held up as he got out of his car after 
driving home from work on Capitol Hill. 


Garland said surgeons decided on the 
emergency surgery after suspecting a 
blockage of blood vessels in the small 
intestine. Although none was found, they 
did find “ some vascular (circulatory» 
congestion and inflammation of the small 
intestine,” he said.

Lompoc USO served many WWII soldiers 


USO celebrating 32nd anniversary this month

over one million during their first two years of 
operation, under Walnut Street USO director C. L. Day 
and H Street USO director Ed Trainor. 
Although Surf USO was far from downtown Lompoc, it 
was heavily patronized, being located at the railroad 
station where soldiers spent much time waiting for 
trains. 


Also, troops on maneuvers parked their vehicles in 
front of Surf USO and were served “gallons of coffee and 
hundreds of sandwiches.” 
Mrs. Faye Porter did much of the serving. She 
directed Surf USO from its start in August 1943. 
Today Mrs. Porter, 89 years old, lives quietly in 
Lompoc with her old photographs, letters and memories. 
She has trouble remembering names and events of her 
Surf USO years. Only last week she wanted to recall a 
name of that period, but said “See how my mind is gone. 
Isn’t that terrible.” 


She remembered bringing Harry James and actor 
Smiley Burnett to entertain troops at Camp Cooke, but 
wasn’t sure about Hedy Lamarr. 
“ Many thousands of boys have spent their last hours 
before being shipped out with the ‘Moms’ and young 
women hostesses, playing pool, ping pong, writing, 
reading and dancing,” noted a 1946 Record story about 
Surf USO 
Over 30,000 men a month passed through its doors at 
the height of Camp Cooke training. 
“The 13th and 20th Armored Divisions made this their 
rendezvous with their bands playing for dances and men 
helping generally with programs.” 


As World War II ended, so did these USOs — Surf and 
Walnut Street USOs in May 1946 and H Street USO in 
1945 
Today one USO operates on the Central Coast. Located 
at 116 W. Cook St. in Santa Maria, the Santa Maria 
Servicemen’s Center — USO was reactivated in 1965 to 
service new soldiers in a new war of a new time. 
Strangely, executive director Patricia Clendennen 
feels the Santa Maria USO’s job is “ten-times more 
difficult" today than during World War II. 
This USO offers similar services to the 1941-1946 USOs 
like dances, library, pool, and other recreation activities 
and also special programs. Plus, it handles emergency 
case work, personal problem referrals, and employment 
referrals 
This USO finds enough local volunteers through 
personal appeals to help in its programs. And there is a 
California Central Coast USO Board (made up of county 
volunteers; many from Lompoc) that conduct a fund 
raising event during the year to donate $300 a month to 
the Santa Maria USO s support. And it receives money 
from the local United Fund 
However, director Clendennen points out this USO 
doesn’t receive the total financial support it needs — 
although the need for a facility like the USO is as great 
now as it was during World War II. 
“The community attitude was different during World 
War U. There was a more unified attitude The public 
supported the military then .. today soldiers won t wear 
uniforms to town,” she said. 
She went on to say that the war which is now ending 
wasn’t a popular war. So, the Santa Maria USO and the 
many other USOs across the U.S. have had to carry on 
without the total needed support. 
Today, the Santa Maria USO handles as many 
servicemen as it can with its present limited facilities 
and programs. “ Participation has not been a problem,” 
according to director Clendennen 
The USO is celebrating its national 32nd anniversary 
this month. — S T. 


Then, meat and sugar were rationed in the U.S. 
Blackouts were frequently called along the west coast. 
So it was not unusual to find yourself driving from Santa 
Barbara to Lompoc at night guided only by your parking 
lights. 
And still you switched these nearly imperceptible 
lights off and on. 
But most Americans didn’t mind such inconveniences 
in those days; the United States was at war with 
Germany, Japan and Italy It was World War II. 
World War II, they sayt wasn’t a half-step war. 
Americans moved boldly into and through this war. All 
Americans. 


Lompocans worked hard for the war effort, for 
victory. The local Kiwanis club built a movable “ Victory 
House” in the late summer of 1943 for local women’s 
organizations to conduct a bond and stamp sales drive in 
Purpose of the bond sale was to purchase a sea plane and 
coast bomber. 
The Victory House was parked in front of Penney’s on 
Ocean Avenue where it was manned alternately by the 
American Women’s Voluntary Service (AWVS), Legion 
Auxiliary, Officer Wives (of Camp Cooke), Civic Club, 
Alpha Club, Portuguese Ladies Societies, Estreleta Club, 
and the Catholic Paris Council. 
WAVE enlistment was encouraged and received at the 
Victory House. 


War II there was a rapid and massive buildup of our 
Armed Forces. United Service Organizations, Inc., was 
born February 4, 1941, out of a series of discussions by 
various organizations, to provide off-post services for 
these men and women and their families. 
“USO is a voluntary civilian organization established 
by its member organizations. It receives no money from 
the government, relies entirely on . . . contributions 
through the United Fund or Community Chest in your 
community, or through local USO campaigns. 
In Lompoc, USOs were located on Walnut Avenue and 
on H Street. The H Street USO operated under the 
auspices of the National Catholic Community Service 
and was commonly called the Catholic USO. It was 
located at 116 South H Street, about where Jasper’s is 
now. 
Services for “the boys’* included art materials and a 


She said dancing was the mam entertainment. “There 
were dances all the time, mostly square dances. 
But Mrs. Fraters remembered the young soldiers 
were so lonely. They came from all over the U.S. 
The Walnut Street USO was located at 119 W Walnut 
Avenue, which is now the Lompoc Citv Hall building. It 
was dedicated August 2, 1942 — less than a month after 
the H Street USO was dedicated and less than nine 
months after Pearl Harbor was bombed by Japan. 
The Walnut Street USO offered basically the same 
services as the other USO. Mrs. Jessie Ramming of 
Ramming School, 301 W. Pine Ave., recalled singing and 
working behind a soda fountain at the Walnut Street 
USO. 
“ We use to make huge banana splits (with ice milk) 
until they told us to cut down," she said. Mrs. Ramming 
was in high school at the time. She noted many young 


In 1942, Earl Calvert started selling war bonds from 
the stage of the Lompoc Theater 
A “ Baby Popularity Contest” was another way of 
selling bonds in Lompoc The mother purchased a bond 
to enter her child in the contest and people purchased 
bonds to cast votes for their favorite baby. Results of a 
1944 contest: “One hundred thousand votes were cast in 
the contest with the following babies up to two years of 
age: Lucille Diane Ray, 33,675; Rennie Laird Adam, 
13,350; Ronald Edward Cardoza, 7,375. In the children's 
division Bonnie Jo Martin, 15,250; Nancy Lois Heiges, 
8,625 and Patricia Gayle Buelna, 925. 
Local women of the AWVS made themselves available 
Monday nights at Service Club No. 1 on Camp Cooke to 
“mend uniforms, sew on chevrons, buttqps, shoulder 
patches and other insignia " 
During war year Christmases, “out at the Post 
Exchange . . . Lompoc women wrapped packages for 
servicemen.” 
Lompocans invited servicemen to a Christmas dinner 
in their homes through local lodges, clubs and churches. 
Besides bond drives, drives for metal mirrors for the 
U.S. Navy and woolen articles for the Red Cross were 
held in Lompoc. 
Women of Lompoc clubs hosted parties one night 
weekly at the Camp Cooke Hospital. ” .. The women . . . 
never missed a night, whether there were hundreds of 
patients, or just a handful. Special parties for such 
occasions as Halloween, Valentines' Day and the 
Yuletide Holidays . . . were also held. 
The 5th, 6th, 7th, 11th and other armored divisions and 
many regiments and miscellaneous battalions trained at 
Camp Cooke during the war. As many as 45 thousand Gls 
were stationed in the Lompoc Valley at one time 
One of the biggest ways Lompocans expressed support 
of the soldiers at Camp Cooke, the sailors at the Navy 
blimp base (located at the present site of Lompoc Senior 
High School and the Lompoc Shopping Center), and the 
Coast guard at Point Arguello was through the USO 
(United Service Organizations). On the Central Coast, 
five USOs operated during World War 11 — two in Santa 
Maria, two in Lompoc, and one at Surf

Chamberlain s done it all— from 
scoring 100 points in a game to 
winning

championship—and 
it s easy 
to 
excuse him 
if he doesn t 
get 
particularly psyched-up over the 
prospect of playing in New \ork 
tonight, in Boston tommorrow night 
and in Milwaukee Friday night 
But that doesn’t mean he’ll be 
letting down any. He knows the 
three-game set, which follows a run- 
shoot-run 125-115 victory Sunday in 
Baltimore, will be a grueling test of 
the Lakers’ stamina and either the 
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game against the Celtics or the 
Knicks could be a forerunner of a 
playoff championship duel. 
He figures the Lakers, 9 4 games 
up on Golden State in the Pacific 
Division 
and 
riding 
a 
10-game 
winning streak, will be going against 
the Bucks or Warriors in the 
Western Conference playoffs but 
he's also pretty confident that the 
Lakers will once again be in the 
finals. 


“ If we play our best game and the 
Knicks or any other team plays their 
best game, then I think we've got to 
win,” Chamberlain said before con­ 
sidering the thought further. “ But I 
guess the other team feels the same 
way.” 
Chamberlain is unusual as a 


player for reasons other than his 
obvious 
height 
and 
strength 
advantage over most. When he was 
scoring 40 or 50 points a game a 
decade ago for Philadelphia, he was 
rapped for being a selfish player. 
Now he's concentrating more on 
defense and the knocks are being 
turned into accolades. 


The fact is, Chamberlain can do 
almost anything he wants to do in a 
basketball game. He’ll go for points 
if the situation demands it—he 
scored 25 and 20 in a pair of games 
against Phoenix and Houston last 
week —but will concentrate on 
handing the ball off and playing 
more defense if the situtation calls 
for that—as it did in Baltimore. 


“ What I do on the court and what 


the 
whole 
team 
does 
is 
a 
spontaneous thing,’’ Chamberlain 
said after practice here Monday. 
“ We try to adjust to what the other 
team is doing and force them to play 
our way. I can’t play (Jerry) Lucas 
the same way I’ll play (Willis) 
Reed. Against Lucas, we ll have to 
rely more on switching. And that 
means more movement by me. It 
also means I'll look to the basket 
more because he won't be able to 
stop my shot. ” 


Chamberlain said the Lakers are 
willing to “ give the shooter the long 
25-30 foot shot” and figure they 
“ can’t be beaten with the long 
shots.” 


“ But the Knicks proved us wrong 
in the first game of the playoffs last 


year,” Chamberlain said, thinking 
back to the game in Los Angeles 
when New York surprised everyone 
by hitting shots from everywhere to 
win easily. 
“ We’ve been playing very good 
ball,” Chamberlain said. “ We got 
off to a good start on the road trip by 
beating Baltimore (125-115 Sunday) 
and the games against the Knicks, 
Celtics 
and 
Bucks 
should 
be 
interesting and they should all be 
different. 
“ I expect Lucas will try to draw 
me out. Reed will try to box me out. 
Cowens’ll try to run me down and 
Abdul-Jabbar will be trying to battle 
me. It’s gonna be a long week.” 


It’s probably going to be a long 
week for those other guys, too.

Salmon season 
coming soon

Fishing pressure out of Port San Luis was on the light 
side, with few boats going out Just a sort of “ silly season" 
preceeding the salmon opener, when everyone will be 
talking and breathing salmon. Latest report is that the 
chinooks have been seen in the area, and if we have no 
further storms, everything is looking good for a banner 
opening day, Saturday February 17. There should be a line 
of boats stretching from the Highway to the Harbor 
Associates launching facility at Port San Luis. 
John Wilson’s “ A.B.C.” is taking reservations at 
French s Tackle Store in Avila We saw “ The Islander” , 
operated by Ken Jacobsen, after being hauled out for 
repairs. Fortunately there was little or no hull damage, 
engines are in good shape, but both tail shafts will be drawn 
and replaced, and everything is expected to be ready for the 
17th Reservations are being taken at Pete’s Tackle Shop in 
Avila, limited to 20 anglers. 
Checking with our newest addition to the fleet, the 
“ Marauder” and the “ Diabolo," Skip Sato informs us he 
will have one boat taking reservations for opening day, the 
other one already chartered. From then on both boats will 
be open for reservations. Skip also says that bottom fishing 
has been excellent since he opened up last Saturday, and he 
is brimming with optimism for the impending local salmon 
fishery. He is taking reservations at 489-3614 
The Fall-Winter Trout and Salmon season is almost in 
sight, and so far little action has been had locally on 
steelhead. For the first time in many years, none have even 
been seen, never mind being caught in the surf, off Arroyo 
Grande Creek. Usually a few dedicated anglers have had 
good success here, but no more. Why, we don't know. 
A few steelhead have been taken in San Luis Creek, but 
the water is still very muddy. The late flooding certainly 
helped to clear the trash and litter out. If and when the 
water gets a chance to settle down, the holes around See 
Canyon Creek might reasonably be expected to produce a 
fish Remember tho. See Canyon Creek is out of limits. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Casitas Lake has been good on bass fishing since the 
water calmed down, and a few nice rainbows are being 
taken. Cachuma is fair to poor on bass, but trout fishing 
very good Local anglers Bob and Beth Erwin report that 
they found the lake still very low, and the bank in most 
spots steep and hard of access. But they finally found a hole 
and in one hour limited out on trout from 12 to 14 inches. 
Bass fishing in Lopez on the slow side, according to Max 
Charlesworth, the local bass-catcher and tackle-tester. He 
worked the lake very thoroughly with all the best accepted 
lures, and took one 4*2 pound bass all day. 
Margarita Lake finds angling pressure very light, but a 
few catfish have been caught. A local broadcasting station, 
in their sports broadcast, stated that trout fishing is good in 
Margarita Lake! This in incorrect, and with the approval of 
the station we refute this statement. This is not a trout 
fishing lake. 
Copies of the 1973 sport fishing regulations will be 
available from the DFG and license agents this week 
An emergency law has been signed to allow the DFG to 
control the commercial take of herring in San Francisco 
Bay and Tómales Bay. The bill, good for 60 days, gives the 
department authority to regulate the taking of herrings in 
that area which is the major spawning ground of the fish 
Regulation is necessary because of the potential danger 
to the resource from the developing herring fishery in 
Tómales Bay, where in three weeks 406 tons of herring have 
been caught Indications are that a take of more than 750 
tons from Tómales Bay would be harmful. Author of the 
bill, Senator Peter Behr of Tiburón, said he would introduce 
a bill later in the session to permanently regulate the 
herring fishery. 
California’s mountain lion population has at least doubled 
over the last 10 years, according to tentative findings of the 
DFG in its first report to the legislature on a lion study, 
authorized during 
the 
1971 
season. The legislature 
established a four-year moratorium on the killing ol 
mountain lions, and directed the DFG to ascertain the 
number of lions in the state, and the best methods of 
management of this resource. 
In about 51,000 acres of mountain lion habitat, the 
estimated lion population is over 2,242. 
Surveys indicate that the greatest concentration of lions 
is in the Madera-Fresno-Tulare district, where an 
estimated 719 lions roam over 8,628 areas of habitat.

Local prison officials cannot be blamed 
for this snafu. They are as distressed as 
city officials. 
What bothers us greatly is the budgetary 
procedures 
of 
federal 
bureaus 
and 
agencies. If they cannot see a bargain in 
correcting a necessary problem such as 
being 
experienced 
at 
the 
FCI 
in 
wastewater 
treatment, 
we 
wonder 
whether or not they ever make any effort 
to save a tax dollar when the opportunity 
arises. 


The budget 


Concerning the President's budget 
message, a few observations: 
1 > The thrust of it is surely the 
most refreshing thing ever done by 
the 
Nixon 
Administration. 
Mr. 
Nixon has proved that he is not an 
ideological 
creature, 
given 
to 
spastic 
antagonisms 
based 
on 
political catechisms. It was he, for 
instance, 
who 
quite 
ardently 
proposed a guaranteed annual wage. 
Time, and a crystallizing experience 
with the welfare octopus, evidently 
diminished 
his 
ardor 
for 
Mr. 
Moynihan’s 
Family 
Assistance 
Program. And, in the current budget 
proposals, 
he is saying, very 
simply: What is the 
purpose 
in 
con­ 
tinuing social pro­ 
grams 
which are 
manifest 
failures? 
It was to be ex­ 
pected 
that 
he 
would be criticized 
for social insouci­ 
ance — because, in 
the same budget, he 
called for an in­ 
crease in military 
expenditures. 
2) Those who accept too readily 
the notion that Mr. Nixon is easy 
prey to the military lobby should 
stop to analyze the military budget. 
True, it would rise by 4.2 billion 
dollars. But more significantly, Mr. 
Nixon plans a 55,000 reduction in 
military personnel, 56 fewer ships 
for the navy, two bomber squadrons 
less than we had before and other 
targeted 
reductions. 
The 
dollar 
increase 
is 
the 
result 
of 
the 
transition, 
finally, 
into 
an 
all­ 
volunteer army. 
Now suddenly the war is (for 
purposes of this discussion) over; 
and a great hue and cry arises about 
the increased military expenditure. 
For years and years, analysts have 
pointed out that however desirable a 
volunteer army, inevitably it would 
mean that we would have to pay the 
soldiers 
and the officers more 
money. They would have to be 
seduced 
by 
m a rk e tp la c e 
mechanisms, 
not 
by 
hortatory 
posters of Uncle Sam, backed by 
conscription 
So we are headed in the right 
direction, even though the dollar 
cost 
is 
higher. 
Viewed 
in 
perspective, and taking into account 
price inflation, the 1974 defense 
budget is — in constant dollars — 
virtually identical to what it was in

1964, though personnel costs will not 
account for 55 per cent of the total 
costs, compared with 43 per cent a 
decade ago — though at the time, we 
had almost a half million more 
military personnel. 
3) As the Wall Street Journal has 
trenchantly pointed out, there is a 
psychological sense in which the big 
spenders 
always 
begin 
on 
the 
offensive. The original budget figure 
for 1973 was $246 billion, and that 
was up $10 billion from the previous 
year. Congress, whose advocates 
are now so busy talking about 
Executive usurpation, raised the 
$246 billion dollar figure to $261 
billion. The cost of that increase 
was: inflation, pure and simple. In 
recognition of this, Mr. Nixon tried 
to hold the actual spending figure 
down to $250 billion, for which he 
has been roundly denounced by 
people who do not spend much time 
denouncing inflation. 
Bearing this in mind, now we have 
the President asking for a budget of 
$269 billion, up $23 billion from the 
proposed budget of a year ago. 
“ Since 1960, the average increase in 
actual federal spending has been 
about 8.1 per cent a year,” writes 
the Wall Street Journal. “ Now, the 
economy does not grow at 8.1 per 
cent a year over any sustained 
period of time. Thus the federal 
government is currently consuming 
20 per cent or 21 per cent of the 
Gross National Product, compared 
to 18 per cent or 19 per cent in the 
early 1960’s. If the trend is to be
